SCHOOL MATTERS. 


Thinking it may be of interest and benefit 
to some outsiders, we here introduce a few ex- 


tracts from the Annual Report of the School 
Committee of this place for the year 1854-5. 


* ¢ ¢ “The Annual Reports of Schools, 
itis fresumed, are read quite generally, by 
the citizens of every town and city. 

It is expecter that while they give an ac- 
count of the use of the money raised for edu- 
cation, they will also contain hints as to what 
course should be pursued in the future, and 
eu.h other information as may be deemed of 
service to the friends of general intelligence. 

Your Committee believe that the leading 
thought of every Common School Report 
should be to inspire a firmer attachment to 
our most excellent mode of education. Not 
that it is now perfect; nor, indeed, have we 
derived all the blessings which it is designed 
to bestow— but a true sympathy forthe rising 
race—a just appreciation of our institutions, 
and the basis on which they are built, will 
teach us what is to “be done from time to 
time—what changes are required—what ef- 
forts and sacrifices are demanded to complete 
the work of education. 

It belongs to the parent, especially, we 
think, to the affectionate mother, to create 
within the breast of her son and her daughter 
the love of knowledye. It cannot be done at 
once—nor by scolding and whipping ; it will 
require patience and affection on the parents’ 
part—effurts that shall tend.to draw out the 
manly and considerate emotions of the heart. 
Do not allow the child to feel that he attends 
schol merely to.“ get out of your way,” 
that you do not know what to do with him! 
What a sorrowful impression! No wonder 
then, that he tuils to improve —or that he 
plays trurnt. He does not feel the necessity 
of study, because you do not tee! it—o1 appear 
to when you cunverse with him on the sub- 
ject of attending school.

Protestant, so long will it be proper and safe, 

with the general consent, to prescribe the use 

ot King James's version of the Iloly Sertp- 

tures; the consciences of no sect or party, in 

that community, will be shocked by such use; 

no rel. gious contests will arise ; for that ver- | 
aion is the one relied upon by each, and all 

Protestant sects, as tlhe true one. 

But so soon as any portion of the popula- 
tion is Catholic, then consciences will be 
shocked by such use; then contests muse 
arise ; then objections will be urged ; objec- 
tions which mus¢ be regarded, objections 
which ore reasonable in the eyes of those who 
make them, and in the sight of our institu- 
tions, 

It is a mistaken notion to suppose that our 
public school system exists for the purpose ot 
making the youth of the country Chiistians ; 
it exists to make them capable of becoming 
intelligent, moral citizens. Grantthat Catholi- 
ism ts not Christianity, grant that Protestant- 
ism is Christanity, and that the King James 
version of the Bible is the true one, it does 
not change the questi n nor its solution. The 
objects of our system of public education are 
concordant with the objects of our system of 
government; these are nut religious, but civil, 
The state tak*s no care for religion, save to 
forbid in all ways any restraint upon the con- 
sciences or opinions of men upon religion. In 
this it does right. The connection of Church 
and State has been the cause of true religion 
in every country where it has existed ; our 
Schools are part of the State. The Jew, the 
Mohammedan, the IHindoo, the Catholic and 
the Portestant youth tmeet there on equal 
footing, to be instructed in the rudiments of 
an English Education and in the elements 
and principles of morality's not Protestant me- 
rality, not Catholic morality, but morality in 
the universal sense of that word; honesty, 
truth, vbedience to lawful authority, and all 
the cardinal virtues, belonging exclusively to 
no system of religious fuith, but universally 
acknowledged and understood by the civilized 
world. 

In this view of the objects of our system of 
public education, it is cleaily not the province 
of the School authorities to prescribe the use 
of religious books to be used in the schools. 
I am aware that the position taken above 
may at first thought be regarded as wrong by 
many very conscientious and well-meaning 
men; I know that the people cf the New 
Engiand States, andthe descendants of the 
Puritants every-where, hold the Papal power 
to he so terrible an instrument of wickedness, 
that they regard alrrost anything jestitiable 
which crosses its purposes. But lam sure+ 
that every unbiassed mind will hesitate about 
justitving any course of action which assumes 
for its basis the idea that the objects of our 
public schools are religious. ‘There is as 
much wrong done to our-elves, in adopting 
the course of action which seems to have 
been adopted, or suggested, in the town-meet- 
ings referred to by “A Cilizen,” as to others. 
We desert thereby our great principle of re- 
lizgious toleration. We go back two centuries 
for examples; we vieid all that 
pained in the hard foug!t battle f r religious 
how 
our

freedom ; we put on the necks of our 

weaker Catholic citizen the volk which 
ancestors protested against wo en imposed up- 
ow them ; we attemy)t to fetter iree thought ;

After the mon- 
arch’s death in the early part of the 
play, he had to appear for a moment or 
two as his own ghost, in the fifth act. 
The spirits were at that time exhibited 
en buste, by a trap. Now, our Henry 
was invited out to supper, and being 
anxious to get there early, and know- 
ing that little more than his shoulders 
would be seen by the public, he retain- 
ed his black velvet vest and bugles; 
but, discarding the lower part of his 
stage costume, he drew on a jaunty 
pair of new, tight, nankeen pantaloons, 
to be as far dressed for the supper as 
he could. When he stood on the trap 
he cautioned the men who turned the 
crank not to raise him as high as usual, 
and of course they promised to obey. 
But a wicked low comedian was at 
hand, whose love of mischief prevailed 
over his judgment, and he suddenly 
applied himself with such good will to 
the winch, that he ran King Henry 
right up to a level with the stage; and 


morcover gave his majesty such a jerk |

that he was foreed to step from the} 
trap on the boards, to save himself 


from falling. The sight of the old 
Lancastrian monarch in a costume of 
two such different periods—mediwval 


above, all nankeen and novelty below 


—was destructive of all decorum both | 


before the stage and upon it. The 
audience emphatically ‘split their sides; 


and as for the tyrant in the tent, he sat 


bolt upright, and burst into such an 
insane roar that the real Richard could 
not have looked more frantically hys- 
terical had the deceased Henry actually 
so visited him in the nankeen spirit.
